A CIGAR DECISION. 

‘United States Commissioner Osborn, im the 
case of acigar dealer, charged with having 
sold cigars not properly stamped, has decided 
that section 94 shonjd not! be¢onustrued so as 
to deteat the obvious intention of Congress. 
The wording and spirit of the law on the sub- 

. manufacture... of _— cigars 

selliag aod exposing 
Sale cdvers both domestic 
and imported cigars alike, and, although tech- 
nically the laster part of s#ction 94 applies in 
words anly to imported ‘cigars, yet, consider- 
ing section 85 of the statutes covering the case, 
taken in connection with section 94, it is plain 
that Congress must have meant, and did meag, 
to prohibit.the sale of both domestic and fn- 
ported cigars in every way except 
as laid down and preacribed in  4sec- 
tion 94. That if the defendant 
had not violated section 94 by selling do- 
mestic cigars as charged he has certainly vio- 
lated section 94 by selling domestic cigars as 
He has certainly violated the pro- 
vision of section 85, but it was doubtless the 
intention of Congress that in arriving at a 
correct interpretation of the law both sec- 
tions should be construed in connection with 
each other, and that a due eonsideration of 
the two sections taken in such connection 
shculd show that they covered the case, The 
defendant was held for trial.

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Havana, June M%—4ien. Bucete has ar- 
rived in Havana. He was hooted at Sunti- 
ago, anden his arrival at Cienfugos was only 
saved from the miolenc® of yoluntedra§by the 
intercession of the Govervor.. He is now con- 
cealed in tits city, and will be compelied to 
escape by stealth. 

The mobilized volunteers, garrisowins Ma- 
ténzas, recently putto death a boy named 
Robinson, 19 years of age, and a sou of 2 Bri- 
tish resitient. He was charged — carrying 
ye Seared have take pines in Cinco 
Villas distyiet. It is reported that 150 Cudius 
and 100 y Rpaintee have been killed in these 
conflicte 

It is known thet large sums of money are 
forwarded te the United States for the pur- 
Chase of ‘wur material and to aid the Cuban 
Juntas in fitting owt expeditions. 

Cholera has brok » out in Guanta Nimo and 
vicinity. There were several cases io Santia- 
go and the disease was reported to be raging [ 
with great severity in the interior. 

About the last of May the schooner Grape- 
shot Janded forty men and @ portioa of her 
cargo on the Cuban coast. ‘While the boats 
were landing the men, some of the passengers 
op bor rd attempted to rum the vessel ashvre 
and a fight took place with'thé ¢rew and offi 
cers, in which the captain of the Grapeshot 
received a bullet in the leg. “The Grapeshot 
finally got rid of the whole party; and with- 
out landing all of ber 0 of stores, pro- 
ceeded to Turks Island, w. she received 
clearance, and arrived on the 4th inst. at 
Falmouth, Jamaica. There fifty-five pack- 
ages of arms end emmunition remaining on 
board were seized by the custom officer, and 
the captain abandoned the vessel. The seiz- 
ure was subsequently declared illegal, and the 
captain has sued the collector of the port and 
others for damages. 

Several of the filibusters with the party 
which landed et Ballignea were executed at 
Santiago. 

The volunteer forces have of their own free 
will given up the duty of garrisoning Moro 
Castle and fortress Cabano, and will be re- 
lieved io-morrow by a naval force. They 
heve taken this step to convince the home 
government that they bad vo idea of disobey- 
ing crders or of opposing the new Captaia 
General DeRoda.

FRANCISCO SERRANO: 


Semething About Spain’s New Regent. 
(Prem the N. ¥. Tribune, 22d.) 
Francisco Serrano, the aew ent, is one 
of those many soldiers of fortune tn Spain 
who owe their fame and rank to the devotion 
with which they attached themselves to the 
cause of Christina, and the courage with 
which they fought during the war of inde- 
pendence. Like many others of his class, he 
was liberally rewarded by the Queen Mother, 
and at the period of her overthrow, in 1841, 
he already held high rank in the military ser- 
vise of his country. he Queen’s abdication 
and exile did not long retard his advancement, 
for he took a prominent part in the success- 
fal movement against the Regent Espartero, 
and immediately on the restoration of Chris- 
tina he joined Narvarez in his seheme to 
combat and destroy the influence of 
the Minister 
his cards

Court, gaining such great influence over the 
mind of the young Queen that in 1846, some 
time after her marriage, a very serious difter- 
ence occurred between her and the King con- 
lg arrising out of the latter’s jealousy of 
‘m.

Brazilian Dishonesty.. 

During the last ‘year, unfavorable im- 
pressions have been made throughout this 
country in regard to Paraguay, the great 
mass of our intelligence coming through 
Brazilian and other Allied sources. Theze 
is reason to believe that this intelligence 
has been perverted and falsified to injure 
the President of Paraguay and her causé
